Martial Law Proclaimed 
In Country as Citizens 
Cry: "Out With Hitler!" 

By The Asioelated Press 

LONDON, July 26 — Martial ]aw was proclaimed througrhoufc 
harassed Italy today in swift succession to a government shakeup 
which eliminated Benito Mussolini and his fascist cabinet and in- 
stalled the conservative Marshal Pietro Badoglio as prennier. 

King Vittorio Emanuele made the change in the war leadership, 
the first major break on the axis front and a possible prelude to an 
Italian bid for peace. 

There was no axis announcement of what had become of Mftssolini 
but unconfirmed reports from Stockholm said he had been arrested 
while trying to flee to Germany- Stockholm reports' also told of 
demonstrations in northern Italy with thousands of Italians shout- 
ing "down with Hitler," "out with Germans," and "we want peace." 

Badoglio ordered the army to take over the preser- 
vation of public order throughout the nation, forbade 
gatherings of more than three persons, directed the 
people to remain at their work and empowered the 
troops to fire on any one who violated the instructions. 

Hour by hour, developments in the situation which 
may hasten the end to the struggle into which Musso- 
lini plunged Italy with the attack, as Germany's ally, 
upon France, June 10, 1940, were broadcast by the 
Rome radio and recorded by listening posts through- 
out the world. 

Dispatches from both Switzerland and Sweden said 
Mussolini had been arrested. These were without con- 
firmation from axis quartera.

FBI BIRTHDAY 

On this 35th birthday of the ledcral bureau 
of Investigation, It seems fitting to say what 
many of us have been thinking loraomo time 
now. That Is that of all agencies engaeed in 
the American war effort none has approached 
BO close to perfection as has the FBI. 

A certain amount ot esplonoge hn 
curred, and undoubtedly stilt Is occurring. In 
splto of the brilliant performance of the 
□-men. But right down to the moment of 
writing there Is no concrete evidence that 
axis agents have got away with oven a mini- 
mum of organized sabotage, Such deatnic- 
tlon aa has occurred appears to be traceable 
largely to cranks and, for the rest, to pro- 
Ocnnan Individuals acting on their own. 

Long before Pearl Harbor, the G-men had 
made -a complete Investigation of every po- 
tentially danEerous alien. By nlBhtfall of 
Dec. 8, 1041. a total of 1,171 had been rounded 
up, and since that time arrests have been 
brought up to 13,000. 

The result has been to stymie completely 
the carefully laid plans of Hitler and Tojo 
to cripple American Industry, transportation, 
communication, mobilization, training and 
fighting. 

It Is difficult to conceive of more complete 
success than has been achieved by the organ- 
ization built up and headed by John Edgar 
Hoover. And, piling miracle upon miracle, 
this has been done without recourse to op- 
pressive methods, without hysteria, without 
violation of the civil rights of respectable 
aliens of enemy blood. 

We have criticized In the past, and expect 
to criticize in the future, specific Haws In the 
relative purity of the FBI's conduct. These 
In the past have sprung largely from Mr. 
'Hoover's major weakness, a somewhat pecu- 
liar approach to public relations, including a 
deplorable tendency to utilize In paid maga- 
zines articles important and Interesting In- 
formation which should have been given 
Ircely to the press of the nation. 

But this has nothing to do with the In- 
vestigatory genius ot the FBI or with the ad- 
ministrative capacity of the man who has 
created the FBI as we know It today. It was 
only after Mr. Hoover took charge that this 
agency began climbing to the heights It 
occupies. 

And so, on this anniversary, we feet sate In 
saying to Mr. Hoover and to his associates 
that their employers, the people of the United 
Btates, are proud of them. May their shadow 
never grow less. 



CONGRESS AND RATIONS 
If Price Administrator Prentiss M. Brown 
sticks to his announced Intention of putting 
all future rationing programs up to congress 
and getting congressional approval before 
going ahead, it can mean only one thing- 
there won't be any more rationing. 

This conclusion need not be baaed on any 
assumption that congress would be unwilling 
to grant approvol for rationing other Items. 
But the delay which would he Involved In 
getting congressional approval lor rationing 
some new Item would simply wreck the free, 
unrationed distribution of that commodity 
while congress was making up Its mind, ond 
would only create chaos, 

Toke, for example, what would happen If 
Administrator Brown or one of his new dep- 
uties with five years' business experience 
■ were to go before congress and ask for au- 
thority to ration clothes. 

Before that could be done, the wor produc- 
-tlon board would have had to certify to OPA 
the need lor rationing clothes. WPB, it Is 
assumed, would have done all the research 
necessary to determine that It actually was 
necessary to ration clothes, but that wouldn't 
"" satisfy congress. What OPA would be asking, 
congress for would In reality be an appropria- 
tion of money sufficient to cover the cost of 
handling the rationing program. But before 
congress would grant the money It would 
have to hold hearings. First In the house, 
then In the senate. Passage would take 
months. 

In the meantime, notice would have been 
served on the consuming public that clothes 
'wore going to bo rationed. Tliat would start 
a rush on the clothing stores similar to the 
shoe-buying stampede Just before Stamp Ko. 
17 became Invalid. The stores would be strip- 
ped clean, Inventories entirely wiped out be- 
fore congress could swing Into action with an 
appropriation to cover the cost of rationing 
which would stIU have to be put into effect. 
The net result would be that there wouldn't 
: be anything left to ration.

LIlUe Children, especially those 
Just bcRlnnlng to get about on their 
feet meet with accidents. They 
cannot be kept In their pens now 
and cinnot be kept Inactive. He- 
rnuip they have scant control of 
Ihemwlvcs while they have bound- 
le.«. mthuslasm for Investigation, 
they eel Into trouble. 

TJiey hurt themselves with their 
mother in reach, watching with nil 
their eyes. They tumble nnd cut 
thtlt heads. Uitv get tpltaleis, thcv 
break tlie edges off their teeth, 
they fall downitalra, and on the 
flat- earth. They bum themselvej, 
break bones, Irap themselves In In- 
credltable places. 

Luckily all these misfortunes do 
not befall every child, or all at 
once. But no child who Is active, 
completely escapes accidents. There 
Is something wrong with a child 
ho never"getj Into trouble. He will 
!ver get anywhere worth whlli 
itll ha bestirs himself and then 
e Is no longer safe and secure- 

Malhir's Worry 
Every accident to a child dis- 
tresses his mother more than II 
him. He has the reslleney 
of his youth lo overcome hU in- 
conveniences but his mother tie in g 
frightened,* teeUng hla pain, fear- 
ing lasting harm. Is not so fortu- 
What can iho do to save the 
child and herself? 

Take every precaution against 
accidents. Don't have hanging 
scarvea on taWei. He will pull them 
oft and bring whatever Is on them 
lo the floor. Keep matches safely, 
out of Fight. Keep all tools In their 
places out of sight and reach. Lock 
doors , against a chance o( danger 
■No medicine closet should be unlock- 
ed where there are exploring chil- 
dren. They climb, they love to open 
doors. Investigate boxes and bottlei 
A lock and key are imperative. 
. Keep Illm In Sight 
Never leave a toddler alone. Some- 
bodj niiiil bo wlihto sight and reach 
of him. Eeop him out of the kitch- 
en when unwleldly pots o( hot water, 
greue and the like are In use 
Never set a bowl of hot liquid where 
a child can reach lis brim and pull 
It over himself. Watch for lye, for 
Insect powder, rat poison and make 
certain that none of them are with- 
in a child's reach. 

All this soundi like a hopeless 
task hut It Iln^ I have listed the 
commonest accidents so as to check 
on theite that might come to a 
child. TTiey wlU not all happen to 
any one child. Borne of them might 
" "J precaution la taken-to pre- 
• It Is Iietter to be too care- 
ful than to be too carelest. 

A hameu with driving reins la a 
great help for these young ones 
When their mothen take them on 
tha slrteta. niey can be made or 
bought, and they will prove worth 
their price In their prolecUon of 
runabouts.

First Big etrske 

It was an easier end than ever had 
been anticipated for Mussolini— and 
uncsptettd. Aa Mmsolinl'a rise 
exemplified the wanlni of freedom 
tn Europe, his tall was the first big 
stroke looking toward the freeing 
ot Europe. 

It came only four dsyi before his 
COth birthday. His armlet were fall* 
Ing everi'where. Allied troops march- 
ed through Glclly and cere In poel- 
Uon to threaten tha mslnlnnd soon. 
His African empire, won with blood, 

Mussolini, son of a radical -minded 
blacksmith, led his black ahlrt le- 
gions on Rome on Oct. It, 1033, and 
became premier In a bloodless ravc»- 
lutlon, forcing King Victor Em- 
manuel to yield. Mussolini himself 
went before the king, wearing his 
block slUrl and keeping a pistol 
swinging from his hip.

MusaoUnl becsme a full -Hedged 
dictator with all the trappbigs ot 
ancient Caesrulsin and the talk ot 
a new order of social organluttou 
when Adolf HiUer eUll was an ob- 
scure agitator tianslng around a 
Munldi beer hall whlre he recruited 
the followers for hla nati movement 
of 1933. 

Mussolini was bom July », ieS3, 
at Dovla dl Prepadlpplo, a village 
In nortbcm Ilal)' where his mother 
was a school teacher and his father, 
Alcssandro, a blacksmith. Ills father 
named Denlto Juarex after the Mex- 
ican revolutionary. 

Brawling and various escapades 
toterrupted his ichooUng, However, 
he was educated enough to become 
a teacher before he started bum- 
ming his way through Europe. He 
waa arrested as a socialist siltator 
when he came b^ck to his home 
town and fomented a tarm strike. 
Founded Own Paptr 

Then ho moved In with hli father, 
married, and helped around ' 
father's tavcm. He founded a n 
paper ot agitation that led Ic 
being, by tha time ol tha lint World 




Italy, But his socialist friends At- 
nouneed him for suddenly turning 
— some tielleva because of financial 
considerations— from a peace-lover 
to an advocate of Italy'i entrance 
Into the war. 

Street brawling characterUed tha 
rise of Mussolini's fssclsm. Unrest 
rampant In Italy. At Its 
' " march on Rome occurred, 
amailng vigor that In- 
thecountry.-Mussollnleet 
emaka Italy. He ao 
pllshed^kiy things, bettering 
lime the Tot ot workers, carrying 
out penalon programs and (ovem- 
menl reforms but leveling heavy 

Climax of this period came when 
he sUrted to work with Hitler, 
out to expand the Italian empire 
and eventually conquered Ethiopia 
In IBIS In deltance of the League 
cf Nations and Oreat Britain, 
"filabbed" Frane* 

After Hitler forced the second 
WorUl war on tha world In 1S3B, 
Mussolini hung back until Prance 
was dying before Hitler's nai 
glons, then ordered Italian troops 
Into the French Itlvlcra on Jut " 
1910. 

"Now tha die Is cost," he 
"and our will has burned out ihlps 
behind us. We are going to w 
against the decrepit democracli 
We shall win and we shall give .. 
long period ot peace and prosperity 
to Italy nnd the world." 

President Roosevelt said M 
Unl'a act put a dagger Into tlie back 
.Of helpless FVnnce. Eighteen months 
later Mussolini went to war against 
the United Stales with Qeimsny. 

Mussolini's present health wu not 
-known but he was believed to be 
falling. Recent pictures showed him 
losing weight although for years h< 
hns been the most active of the fas- 
cists and forced his foUonen Into 
feats of strength to prove them-
